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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Rutland: 

The selectmen have drawn one hundred and nine orders 
on the treasurer the past year, as follows : For new roads, 
including land damages, $2,485.96; completing the grad- 
ing of the main highway between East and West Rutland, 
$670.57; poor expenses (insane asylum, taxes on town 
farm, etc.) $777.39 ; county tax, $294.62 ; salaries, grand 
list (quadrennial appraisal), legal and other current 
expenses, $4,507.51 ; total, $8,736.05. An order has also 
been drawn as required by law in favor of the school fund 
of $10,452.37 to make good the deficiency caused by the 
town not voting a state school tax last March meeting. 

NEW HIGHWAYS. 

Lafayette street, from Green street to Woodstock avenue 
has been laid out but not opened, land damages waived, 
except in the case of Mrs. Michael Fagan, to whom was 
awarded $150. Washington street has been extended from 
East street to Lafayette street, not built. Land damage, 
Wilkins lot, $1,100. Davis street, north from Temple 
street and Clinton street east from North Main have been 
laid and built to point of intersection with each other. No 
land damages. Robbins street has been opened and built 
from Pine to Baxter street at a cost of $684.85 — an 
expensive piece of road to build. Newton street, West 
Rutland, mentioned in last report, has been opened and 
built. 
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' The project of an iron bridge on River street, over the 
/railroad tracks, has been before the town at the last four 
f town meetings and has received favorable action. A peti- 
' tion signed by a large number of taxpayers was presented 
to the selectmen last spring,asking that the bridge be built. 
Mr. E. A. Morse and Mrs. Judge Prout offered to give a 
strip of land to improve the entrance at the east end. 
Most of the railroad managers were disposed to share the 
expense with the town, but the officers and the lessees of 
the Rutland railroad could not agree about the matter. The 
selectmen did not feel like building the bridge without any 
help from the railroads, until further and more definite 
■ action should be had in town meeting. The necessary arti- 
cles have been inserted in the warning. Detailed plans 
and estimates were obtained from three of the largest 
bridge concerns in the country. A first class iron bridge 
at that point 300 feet in length and ample for the present 
and prospective needs of the town will cost about $12,000. 

OVERSEER OF THE POOR. 

Mr. O. D. Young was re-elected overseer by the board of 
civil authority. His compensation was agreed upon between 
himself and the selectmen, at five hundred dollars for the 
year, and that amount has been paid to him in his monthly 
accounts. 

DOGS. 

Four hundred and fifty-five licenses at one dollar, twen- 
ty-six at two dollars, and thirty-three at four dollars, five 
hundred and fourteen in all, have been issued for dogs the 
past year, amounting to 8639. Town clerk’s fees, $51.40. 
Orders to pay for damage done by dogs have been drawn to 
H. H. Baxter, $12.00 ; J. L. Billings, 88.00; H. E. Seward, 
84.00 ; Jane Eastman, $12.00 ; Edgar Davis, $4.00 ; 
Luther Eastman, $40.00 ; Thomas Dempsey, $10.00 ; 
Thomas Burke, $4.00 ; Whipple Mills, $4.00 ; E. S. Briggs, 
$45.50; R. C. Mead, $30.50 ; F. B. Gorham, $20.00; Rich- 
ard Sharp, $8.00 ; Nahum Johnson, $12.00 ; cost of 
appraising, $29.00; total, $243.00. Net income to town 
from dog licenses, $344.60. 
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INSANE ASYLUM. 

By act of legislature, the State assumed the support of 
all the insane poor at the asylum from Nov. 24, 1886. The 
account against Kutland has been paid up to that date. 

TOWN LIQUOR AGENCY. 

The county commissioner appointed Mr. B. H. Woolley 
in May last as town liquor agent. The accounts of the 
former agent, Mr. Geo. W. Chaplin, from date of last report 
until he went out of office will be found on another page. 
Owing to circumstances over which he has no control the 
present agent has been unable to make up his accounts in 
season for this report. 

STATE TAX. 

A State tax has been laid on the grand list of 1887 by 
which towns will be required to pay to State treasurer 
twelve per cent, on the full list, with no allowances for 
abatements or cost of collection. A tax of at least thirteen 
cents will be required to meet this. 

MEMORIAL HALL. • 

There has been expended ' on construction of Memorial 
Hall the past season, $8,384.75. All bills are paid. A tax 
of 15 cents in 1883 and one of 10 cents in 1886 have been 
laid. There is now to the credit of Memorial Hall fund :

A tax of 10 cents is required to finish the building the 
coming season. If completed after the plans thus far car- 
ried out, Rutland will then have one of the best library and 
memorial buildings in the land; elegant, commodious, 
fire-proof, a lasting honor and pride to the town. 
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DIVISION OF THE TOWN. 

The town of Rutland was chartered in 1761. The bound" 

'J 

vies then established have remained intact from that time 
until now. While the division of towns or the changing of 
boundaries between towns has not been uncommon in Ver- 
mont, such changes have usually been submitted to the 
people interested. The last legislature divided Rutland 
into three parts. The several acts will be found appended. 
The present board of selectmen were not agreed on the 
question of division, and if they had been it is not their 
purpose to argue the matter here. It is for the town to. 
consider how best to conform to the new conditions. A 
smaller town means smaller revenues, and ought to mean 
proportionately smaller expenditures. In the old town five 
selectmen and five listers have usually been chosen. In the 
smaller territory and business of the new town three select- 
men and three listers can do the business to better advan- 
tage and at less cost than a larger number ; enough if they 
are good men ; too many if they are not. The assets and 
liabilities of the old town are to be apportioned among the- 
new towns on the basis of the grand list of 1886.

DEBT AND TAXATION. 

Had the town adopted the town system of schools or voted 
the usual state school tax at last town meeting, the town 
debt would have been considerably reduced the past year. 
It has sometimes been argued by Capitalists that a public 
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debt was a public blessing. This may be true so far as the 
money lender is concerned, but it is not true as to the poor 
man, or to one whose property is in real estate. One of the 
best inducements a town can offer as a place for residence or 
for business is to have no debt. Eutland has paid in interest 
on the present debt more than the face of the debt. After 
the settlement of accounts between the new towns, the debt 
of Eutland, less the United States surplus fund, will be less 
than the grand list. 

It would not be a great undertaking to pay it all in one 
or two years. We earnestly recommend that it be done.

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STATEMENT OF CRIMINAL CAUSES tried before James 0. Gillespie, justice of the Peace, during the year ending 

November 30, 1886. 
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CRIMINAL CAUSES in which the town of Rutland is interested, tried before Wayne Bailey, Justice of the Peace. 
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Report of School Superintendent. 


The number of pupils in the public schools during the 
past year is 2,883. Of this number, 1,171 have attended 
the graded school in Rutland Tillage ; 469 have attended the 
distinct schools outside the graded district, but not includ- 
ing the districts in. West Rutland and Proctor ; the number 
who have attended the district schools in West Rutland is 
839, and the number in the districts in Proctor, 404. 

The number in the parochial and private schools is 
estimated to be 550, making the total number in all the 
schools in town, 3,433. The number of children aad youth 
in town, of legal school age, who have not attended any 
school during the year is estimated to be 380, making the 
total number 3,713. The accompanying table illustrates 
these facts. 

The number of teachers employed is 59, as follows : 
In graded district, 25 ; in districts in Rutland, outside of 
graded district, 12 ; in districts in West Rutland, 14 ; in 
districts in Proctor, 8. 

The average number of pupils to each teacher is as fol- 
lows : Graded district, 47 ; in districts in Rutland outside 
of graded district, 39 ; in districts in West Rutland, 60 ; 
in districts in Proctor, 50. 

A large majority of the school buildings are in good 
condition, but a few need overhauling and repairing. That 
in district 1 needs general interior repairs — new desks 
and seats, teachers’ platforms and desks, additional black- 
boards and painting. That in district 4 needs a new 
teacher’s desk and painting inside. That in district 6 
needs a teacher’s platform and desk and painting inside. 
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That in district 7 needs general overhauling and re-ar- 
ranging, with three additional rooms, teachers’ platforms 
and desks, new seats and desks, in part, new halls and stair 
cases, door steps, fuel rooms and other appurtenances, cap 
and cloak rooms, blackboards, painting and general ren- 
ovating. 

That in district 21 needs one additional room and the 
enlargement of two of the present rooms, new teachers’ 
platforms and desks, new seats and desks, in part, new doors 
and door fastenings, new blackboards, painting and othe r 
miscellaneous repairs. 

That in Central district should be abandoned and a 
suitable building erected and furnished, so as to be in keep- 
ing with the other school buildings in town. Several other 
buildings need teacher’s platforms and desks, blackboards, 
etc. , and most of the buildings need additional wall maps. 

The new building at Proctor affords four good rooms,, 
which, if they had been made larger, would be very satis- 
factory. The other comparatively new building in this 
district affords one good room, and two that are too small. 

The room in the stone building is in many respects a 
very good one, and if it were furnished with new seats and 
desks, teacher’s platform and desk and suitable blackboards,, 
it would be the best room in the district. 

District 11 has remodeled and enlarged its building 
during the year in a very creditable manner. It is one of 
the best in town. 

"West street'building in the graded district needs gen- 
eral repairs. 

Four additional rooms should be added to the high 
school building, for the use of intermediate and grammar 
grades. 

The new law on the subject of instruction in physiol- 
ogy, hygiene and temperance provides for the furnishing 
of text books on these subjects by the State, and as the 
State will be the owner of the books, and the teachers 
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responsible for their care and preservation, every school 
room should be furnished with a suitable cupboard or other 
depository in which the books may be kept. Hence every 
district should see to this and have this depository ready at 
the beginning of the next term of school. It is scarcely 
necessary to say that this cupboard or depository should 
have a suitable lock, so that the teachers may have exclu- 
sive control of the books. 

Owing to the peculiar legislation on the subject of 
schools in this State the superintendents are obliged to 
make their reports about a month before the school year 
and the schools close. Hence I am unable to give several 
important facts that otherwise could be given. Among 
them is the total number of days of attendance in the sev- 
eral schools, and in the whole town. 

As a rule, good teachers have been in charge of the 
schools during the year, and the work has gone on with a 
fair degree of success. A few districts have continued to 
adhere to the practice of experimenting, and have had a 
new teacher for every separate term, but in most of the 
districts this pernicious practice has justly fallen into dis- 
favor. 

I take the liberty to suggest higher wages for teachers 
than have been paid heretofore in several of the districts. 

The moBt gratifying fact that I have to report relative 
to the schools during the past year is the excellent health 
of the pupils. We have had but few cases of severe illness’ 
and have been blessed with singular immunity from epi' 
demies that sometimes invade public schools. During the 
year five deaths have occurred. 

Grade M. Gorham, of the graded school, died April 
11th, 1886 ; Charles E. Eddy, of the graded school, died 
October 13th, 1886 ; Cyril 0. Gee, of the graded school, died 
January 13th, 1887 ; Katie Moloney, of district 7, died 
September 26th, 1886 ; Patrick Walsh, of district 7, died 
February 1st, 1887. 
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One of these was accidentally killed, one died of con- 
sumption, and one contracted disease and died while not 
attending school, although a member of the school. Con- 
sidering the age of the children whom we have the care of, 
it seems to me that our record in this respect is good. 
Strictly speaking, only two deaths in two thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-three persons can be charged to the 
school mortality. 

I am aware that a great deal of noise has been made in 
certain quarters about the unhealthiness of the school rooms 
and the negligence of the school officers with regard to a 
proper care for the health of the children committed to 
their trust, but so long as the records show the death rate 
to have been less than one-quarter of what it has been in 
the town at large, it would seem that it is not, after all, 
the school houses that need be put in order.

OF PROCTOR.

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont : 

Section 1. All that territory now within the towns of 
Rutland and Pittsford hereinafter described is hereby incor- 
porated into a town by the name of Proctor ; the portion 
now within the town of Rutland consists of so much of the 
village of Proctor, incorporated by an act of the general 
assembly approved November 25, 1884, as is situated within 
said town of Rutland; and in addition thereto all of district 
No. ten lying west of Otter creek, except the form of Stephen 
Daniels, and so much of district No. ten easterly of Otter 
creek as lies north of the following described line, viz. : 
beginning on the east bank of Otter creek at the northwest 
corner ot the Baker farm, so called, it being also the south- 
west corner of land belonging to Horatio and Stephen W. 
Mead, thence south eighty-four degrees east of the south line 
of said Mead’s land and the south line of land of Hannibal I. 
Reynolds to said Reynolds’ southeast corner ; thence north- 
erly on said Reynolds’ east line to the northwest corner of 
the school lot, so called; thence easterly on the north line of 
the school lot and on the extension thereof easterly to the 
quarter line. The portion now within the town of Pittsford 
consists of so much of the said village of Proctor as is situ- 
ated within said town of PiLtsford ; and in addition thereto 
the following described territory : beginning at the center of 
Otter creek at the northeast corner of said village, it being 
the northeast corner of the farm of E. 0. Warner; thence 
northerly, following the thread of the stream to and through 
the centre of the covered bridge known as the Gorham 
bridge, to the north line of the highway passing through 
said bridge; thence westerly and northerly on the north and 
east line of said highway to the road crossing on the Rutland, 
railroad on the White Hill road, so called-; thence northerly- 
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in the center line of said Rutland railroad to the northeast 
corner of the Sbangraw farm, so called ; thence north seventy- 
six degrees west on the north line of said farm nine hundred 
and forty-one feet ; thence north eighty degrees west three 
hundred feet ; thence north eighty-four degrees west nine 
hundred and eighteen feet ; thence south four degrees west 
one thousand ore hundred and eighty-eight feet; thence north 
eighty-five degrees west one thousand three hundred and 
fifty-three feet ; thence north eighty-two degrees west four 
hundred and forty-six feet ; thence south seventy -three degrees 
west one thousand one hundred and fifty-five feet ; thence 
southerly on the west line of said farm one hundred and 
eighteen and one-half feet to a corner of Byron J. Douglas’ 
mountain pasture ; thence westerly on the north line of 
said Byron J. Douglas’ mountain pasture to the north- 
west corner thereof ; thence southerly on said Douglas' 
west line to the northwest corner of said village 
of Proctor ; thence easterly on the north line of said 
village to the center of Otter creek, the place of 
beginning. And said town of Proctor is hereby invested 
with all the powers, privileges, rights and immunities, and is 
subject to all the duties, liabilities and requisitions to which 
other towns are entitled and subject by the constitution and 
laws of this State; and said town shall be one of the towns of 
the county of Rutland, and of the Rutland probate district. 

Sec. 2. The inhabitants and estates within said town of 
Proctor, and the owners of said estates, shall be holden to 
pay the arrears of taxes which have been legally assessed 
upon them by either of the towns of Rutland or Pittsford, 
and all taxes heretofore assessed and not collected shall be 
collected and paid to the treasurers of the towns of Rutland 
or Pittsford, as the case may be, iu the same manner as if 
this act had not been passed. 

Sec. 3. The towns of Rutland, Pittsford and Proctor 
shall be respectively liable for the support of all persons who 
now are or hereafter shall become paupers, whose settlement 
was gained within their respective limits ; and also in like 
manner for the support of all paupers now on the town farms 
of Rutland and Pittsford who were sent there from within 
their respective limits. 

Sec. 4 . The town records of the present towns of Rut- 
land and Pittsford, and all papers now by law on file in the 
town, clerks’ offices of said towns shall continue to be 
deposited and kept in the town clerks’ offices of the towns 
of Rutland and Pittsford, as hereby modified; and all copies 
thereof which shall hereafter be made and certified in due 
form of law by the town clerks of said Rutland or Pittsford, 
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'shall have the same credit and effect that are by law given to 
copies and certificates made by the town clerks of other towns 
in this State. 

Sec. 5. All contracts heretofore made by the towns of 
Rutland or Pittsford, for the making, building and keeping in 
repair of any road or roads, bridge or bridges, shall be 
assumed and fulfilled by the towns of Rutland, Pittsford or 
Proctor respectively in which such road or bridge is located. 

Sec. 6. The assets and liabilities of the town of Rutland 
shall be apportioned on the basis of the grand list of 1886, 
belonging to the territory included within said towns of Rut- 
land and Proctor, respectively. The share of the town of 
Proctor in the United States deposit fund of the town of Rut- 
land shall be turned over to the town of Proctor by the town 
of Rutland. The total amount of the existing indebtedness 
of the town of Rutland, including all outstanding orders, 
bonds and admitted liabilities, shall be ascertained, the real 
and personal property constituting the town hall and town 
farm properties, and the road machines of the town of Rut- 
land ' shall be valued under the rule prescribed for the 
appraisal of property for taxation; the gross amount of such 
valuation shall be deducted from said total indebtedness, and 
the remaining balance of indebtedness shall be apportioned 
as first above provided; the share of said indebtedness to be 
assumed by the town of Proctor shall be paid by said town 
to the town of Rutland within thirty days after the result is 
determined. Such apportionment shall be made by the 
selectmen of the town of Rutland, and the selectmen of the 
town of Proctor, and if said boards of selectmen shall not be 
able to agree thereon within one month after the organization 
of said town of Proctor, the presiding judge of the county 
court for the county of Rutland on application of either of 
said boards of selectmen, and on notice to the' other party, 
shall appoint three disinterested commissioners to make such 
apportionment, whose decision, rendered on hearing of the 
parties after twelve days’ notice, shall be final. The fore- 
going provisions of this section as to the town of Rutland 
shall apply also to the town of Pittsford, and the respective 
rights, properties and liabilities of the towns of Pittsford and 
Proctor shall be apportioned between them by their respective 
boards of selectmen, or if they cannot agree, by a board of 
commissioners appointed as aforesaid. All unliquidated and 
disputed claims, all pending suits, and all suits that shall 
hereafter be brought upon causes of action originating prior 
to the time when this act shall take effect, in favor tf or 
against said towns of Rutland or Pittsford, shall be enforced 
and prosecuted by or against said towns in the same manner 


as if this act had not been passed ; and any or all moneys 
collected, or damages recovered by or against said towns; 
together with the expenses of litigation if auy, shall be appor- 
tioned and settled upon the basis first above provided, the town 
of Proctor receiving or paying its proportion thereof, from or 
to the town of Rutland or Pittsford, as the case may be. In 
case the money raised for erecting the Memorial Hall shall 
prove insufficient to complete the same according to the plans 
and specifications agreed upon, the town of Proctor shall 
contribute its share necessary to complete the same as agreed; 
in proportion as its grand list now is to the grand list of the 
whole town of Rutland. 

Sec. 7. Said town of Proctor may borrow money and 
issue its orders, notes, bonds, or coupons therefor, or for the 
purpose of funding any debt assnmed under this act or other- 
wise, in the manner prescribed in section two thousand seven 
hundred and seventy-five of the Revised Laws. 

Sec. 8. The said town of Proctor shall become organized 
and its first meeting shall be called and holden on the first 
Tuesday in March, 1887, in the manner prescribed by section 
two thousand six hundred and fifty-four of the Revised Laws. 

Sec. 9. This act for the purpose of calling said meeting 
of the voters of said town for its organization as aforesaid 
shall take effect from its passage, and for all other purposes 
this act shall take effect on the first Tuesday of March next.

Section 1. The inhabitants of that portion of the exist- 
ing town of Rutland which is embraced within the boun- 
daries of the following districts, viz. : School districts num- 
bers six, seven, eight, nine, twenty-one, and central district,, 
so called, are hereby incorporated and made a body corporate 
and politic under the name of “West Rutland,” and by that. 
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•name may sue and be sued, prosecute and defend in any court; 
may take, hold, purchase and convey such property as the 
purposes of the corporation may require; may borrow money 
on the credit of the corporation and may issue its bonds, cou- 
pons, notes and orders therefor, or for the purpose of funding 
any debt assumed under this act, or otherwise, in the manner 
prescribed by the general laws of this State relative thereto; 
may elect a representative to the general assembly of this 
State, and generally shall have the same offices and officers as 
are by law prescribed for other towns in this State, and shall 
exercise and enjoy all such rights, immunities and privileges 
as are conferred upon, or incident to other towns in this 
State, and shall be subject to like duties, liabilities and obli- 
gations of such towns, except as is otherwise provided in this 
act; and shall be and hereby is made one of the towns of the 
•county of Rutland, and of the Rutland probate district within 
and for the said county. 

Sec. 2. The towns of Rutland and West Rutland respect- 
ively, shall be liable for the support of all persons who now 
are, or hereafter shall become paupers, and who have, or 
hereafter shall have gained a settlement within their respective 
territorial limits; and for the support of all paupers who are 
now upon the town farm of said town of Rutland, who have 
been sent to said farm from within their respective territorial 
limits. 

Sec. 3. The town records of the present town of Rutland, 
and all papers and files now existing, which are by law kept 
in the office of the town clerk of said town, shall remain 
deposited and kept in the office of the clerk of said town of 
Rutland; and all copies of said records, papers and files which 
shall hereafter be made and certified in due form of law by 
the clerk of said town of Rutland shall have the same 
credit and effect that are by law given to copies and certifi- 
cates made by the town clerks of other towns in this State. 

Sec. 4. The assets and liabilities of the town of Rutland 
shall be apportioned on the basis of the grand list of 1886, 
belonging to the territory included within said towns of Rut- 
land and West Rutland respectively. The share of the town 
of West Rutland in the United States deposit fund of the 
town of Rutland shall be turned over to the town of West 
Rutland by the town of Rutland. The total amount of 
existing indebtedness of the town of Rutland, including all 
outstanding orders, bonds and admitted liabilities shall be 
ascertained; the real and personal property constituting the 
town hall and town farm properties and the road machines of 
the town of Rutland shall be valued under the rule prescribed 
for the appraisal of property for taxation; the town hall and 
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town farm properties situated within the limits of the town 
■of West Rutland shall belong to the latter town, and their 
appraised value shall be deducted from the value of the town 
hall in Rutland. The resulting balance of such valuation 
■shall be deducted from said total indebtedness, and the re- 
maining balance of indebtedness shall be apportioned as first 
above provided; the share of said indebtedness to be assumed 
by the town of Rutland shall be paid by said town to the 
town of Rutland within thirty days after the result is deter- 
mined. Such apportionment shall be made by the selectmen 
of the town of Rutland, and the selectmen of the town of 
West Rutland ; and if said board of selectmen shall not be 
able to agree thereon within one month after the organization 
of said town of West Rutland, the presiding judge of the 
-county court for the county of Rutland, on application of 
either of said boards of selectmen, and on notice to the other 
party, shall appoint three disinterested commissioners to 
make such apportionment, whose decision, rendered on hear- 
ing of the parties alter twelve days’ notice, shall be final. 

All unliquidated and disputed claims, all pending suits and 
all suits that shall hereafter be brought upon causes of action 
originating prior to the time when this act shall take effect, 
in favor of or against said town of Rutland, shall be enforced 
and prosecuted by or against said town in the same manner 
as if this act had not been passed ; and any and all moneys 
collected, or damages recovered by or against said town, 
together with the expenses of litigation if any, shall be appor- 
tioned and settled on the basis first above provided, the town 
of West Rutland receiving or paying its proportion thereof 
from or t o the town of Rutland, as the case may be. 

In case the money raised for erecting the Memorial Hall 
shall prove insufficient to complete the same according to the 
plans and specifications agreed upon, the town- of West Rut- 
land shall contribute its share necessary to complete the same 
as agreed, in proportion as its grand list now is to the grand 
list of the whole town of Rutland. 

Sec. 5. The inhabitants and estates within the present 
town of Rutland, and the owners of said estates, shall be held 
liable for the payment of taxes now in arrears, and which 
have been legally assessed upon them by the town of Rutland ; 
and all such taxes uncollected shall be collected and paid into 
the treasury of the town of Rutland, in the same manner as it 
would have been done before the passage of this act. 

Sec. 6. All contracts heretofore made by the existing 
town of Rutland, for the making, building, repairing and 
maintaining, of any road or roads, bridge or bridges, shall 
be assumed and carried out by the town in which said road 
or roads, bridge or bridges are situated. 



Sec. 7. The justices of the peace for the town of Rutland^ 
elected at its last freemen’s m eting, shall be and continue as 
such justices of the peace, for and during the time for which 
they were elected in the town within whose limits they were 
legal voters. 

Sec. 8. The town of West Rutland shall become organ- 
ized, and its first meeting shall be called and holden on the 
first Tuesday in March, A. D. 1887, in the manner prescribed 
by section two thousand Six hundred and fifty-four, chapter 
one hundred and thirty, of the Revised Laws. 

Sec. 9. ThiB act for the purpose of calling a meeting of 
the voters of the said town of West Rutland, for the organi- 
zation thereof, on the first Tuesday of March next, shall take 
effect from its passage ; and for all other purposes shall take 
effect on the first Tuesday of March next.

No. 139.— AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN 
ADDITION TO AN ACT ENTITLED “AN ACT TO 
INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF WEST RUT- 
LAND, APPROVED NOVEMBER 19, 1886. 

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont : 

Section 1. The following words to wit: “The share of 
said indebtedness to be assumed by the town of Rutland shall 
be paid by said town to the town of Rutland within thirty 
days after the result is determined,” in lines twenty, twenty- 
one and twenty-two of section four of an act entitled “An 
act to incorporate the town of West Rutland,” approved 
November 19, 1886, are hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows : “The share of said indebtedness to be assumed by the 
town of West Rutland shall be paid by said town to the town 
of Rutland within thirty days after the result is determined.” 

Sec. 2. When the towns of West Rutland and Proctor 
shall become organized, said towns and the town of Rutland 
shall be entitled respectively to the number of justices of the 
peace provided by the constitution in that behalf. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from the first Tuesday 
of March next.
